General Faculties Council Minutes are 
provided through JOHN NICOL, Secretary to 
the Council. 

The following matters were considered by the 
Council at its meeting on June 29, 1970. 

Supplemental Examinations. At the meeting 
of General Faculties Council on May 25, 
1970, the Majority and Minority Reports 
submitted by the ad hoc Committee on 
Supplemental Examinations were considered. 
The Majority Report recommended the 
abolition of supplementals and the Minority 
Report recommended their retention. The 
motion “that all supplementals be abolished” 
was amended “except in those professional 
schools and faculties where satisfactory 
completion of one year’s work is required 
completely within the faculty.” An amendment 
to the amendment was carried “that the 
question of supplementals be left to the 
discretion of the faculty concerned.” The 
motion as amended was then tabled. 

At the June meeting of the Council it was 
agreed that the Majority and Minority 
Reports, together with a submission in favor 
of the motion from R. G. BALDWIN, Chairman 
of the Department of English, be referred 
to all faculties and schools and that their 
comments be placed before General Faculties 
Council for its consideration. 

Report of the Committee on Housing and 
Food Services on Michener Park Priorities. 
Members of the Council considered the 
Report on Michener Park Priorities which 
made the following recommendations: 

1. That accommodation in Michener Park 
normally be restricted to a maximum of 
three years’ continuous residence. 

2. That priorities for admission to Michener 
Park be established on the following basis: 

a. No distinction on the basis of graduate 
or undergraduate status, 

b. Married couples with children and 
childless couples where both partners are 
going to University would have equal priority, 

c. One third of the units (say 14 duplex 
apartments, 20 maisonettes and 66 row houses) 
would be reserved for applicants from outside 
Alberta. Of these 100 units approximately 
two thirds would be reserved for applicants 
outside Canada and the United States, 

d. Childless couples as defined in (b) would 
be restricted to Vanier House, and if 
there were insufficient numbers in that category 
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to fill these units, couples with children 
would be admitted to fill up the vacancies, 

e. Within the above guidelines, admission 
be based on the chronological order of 
receipt of applications, 

f. Should applicants from outside Alberta 
not be accommodated immediately, they 
would be eligible to remain on the list for those 
units reserved for that group for one year 
after their arrival in Alberta. They would also 
be eligible to apply for one of the unreserved 
units on their arrival. (In other words, 
such applicants could be on two lists for 
a period of one year.) 

3. That accommodation be restricted to 
married couples whose gross family income 
(to which must be added any remission of 
fees) is less than $7,500 per year. Applicants 
will be required to complete a formal 
declaration of income, and residents will also 
be required to make such a declaration 
annually. 

4. That implementation of the new priorities 
schedule be made immediately. Present 
residence would not be affected, except that 
their continued residence would be restricted to 
a maximum of three years from August 1, 
1970. 

The Report was approved with the 
following amendments: 

1. That a term of four years be substituted 
for the three years’ provision in 
Recommendation 1. 

2. That any family living in Michener 
Park below the total income of $5,500 be 
given absolute priority notwithstanding the 
maximum period of continuous residence. 

Bachelor of Medical Science (BMedSc) 
Degree. General Faculties Council approved 
a recommendation of the Executive 
Committee of General Faculties Council that 
a Bachelor of Medical Science Degree be 
awarded by the Faculty of Medicine. 

Evening Credit Program. General Faculties 
Council approved the following recom- 
mendations of the Summer Session and 
Evening Credit Program Committee but with 
the addition of a proviso to Recommendation 1: 

1. That commencing in the 1971-72 session, 
on-campus late afternoon and evening credit 
courses be integrated into the general 
operation of The University of Alberta so that 
such courses would become the responsibility 
of the faculties and schools and subject to 
the provision of adequate financing by the 
Board of Governors.

2. That The University of Alberta continue 
to accept responsibility for off-campus 
Evening Credit Program (a) directly, and 
(b) by being willing to offer jointly with 
Junior Colleges courses which are beyond the 
affiliation agreements. 


DEAN OF LAW APPOINTED 


GERALD H. L. FRIDMAN, Professor of Law, 
has been appointed Dean of Law as of 
July 1. He succeeds GERALD V. LAFOREST, 
who resigned to become senior adviser on 
constitutional law to the Prime Minister. 

Professor Fridman studied law at St. 
John’s College, Oxford, and received a 
Bachelor of Arts in the Honour School of 
Jurisprudence in 1948, Bachelor of Civil Law 
in 1949, and Master of Arts in 1952. He also 
holds a Master of Laws degree from the 
University of Adelaide, South Australia. He 
is a Barrister-at-Law, called to the Bar in 
the Middle Temple. 

From 1953 to 1956 Professor Fridman 
lectured in law at the University of Adelaide. 
In 1956-57 he lectured at University 
College, London. The following year he 
joined the Faculty of Law at the University 
of Sheffield, where he remained until his 
appointment to the Faculty of Law here 
last year. At Sheffield, in addition to serving 
on a variety of major committees, 

Professor Fridman was Sub-Dean of Law for 
three years and Legal Adviser to the 
Committee for Community Relations 

with Sheffield Corporation. 


CONDOMINIUM PLANNED TO 
NEEDS OF ACADEMIC STAFF 


Western Realty Projects Ltd. proposes to 
erect a high rise condominium apartment 
building on Saskatchewan Drive at 100 Street. 
The project is planned to include one, two, 
and three bedroom units. They expect that 
its location will make it of interest to 
University staff members. 

The design is not yet final, pending the 
results of market studies now being conducted. 
Anticipated completion is for late summer, 
1971. 

The developers intend that the needs of the 
occupants should have first priority in 
determining the design of the structure.
